Dr. Ash 1ms given notice of a resolu- 
tion (to be debated to-morrow) which, 
should it pass, will have the ofl'ect of 
releasing the land on the East Coast, 
reserved for railway purposes since 
1872. The reservation of the' tract 
of land lying between Victoria 
and Nanaimo was affirmed in 1875, in 
accordance with the Carnarvon settle- 
ment, by an Act of the local Parlia- 
ment. The tract, lying. between Na- 
naimo and Seymour Narrows (together 
with that between Victoria and Nanai- 
mo) was reserved at the request of the 
Dominion Crovernmcnt by an Order in 
Council in 1872. The withdrawal of 
these lands from market for so long 
a period has proved detrimental to the 
Island, inasmuch as it retarded sottlo- 
menf Hundreds of immigrants liave 
been.refused permission to locate on 
any portion of the "belt " and many 
valuable settlors have boon lost to the 
country in consequence. Settlers since 
1872 (with the exception of tho.so who 
located on islands ailjacent to Vancou- 
ver, Island,) upon landa lying between 
Victoria and Seymour Narrows have 
remained there on sufl'eranco. In the 
States they would be called "squatters." 
They have no legal claim to their hold- 
ings, although it is improbable that 
should the Domiriion Government un- 
dertake to build the railway any per- 
sons now on the land would be dispos- 
sessed, or charged exceeding §1 an acre. 
Still, the terms under which tho lancls 
are liold is so uncertain ; tho injury 
sustained by the trade and eommereo of 
the Island has been so great ; tho ob- 
stacle to settlement has been .so pro- 
nounced, without any practical results 
having been obtained ; and the Do- 
minion Government having repeatedly 
announced that they have cancelled the 
reserve, wo can see no good that would 
be likely to result from a continuance 
of 'the embargo provided the fact 
of its being raised would not prejudice 
the just claims of the Province to com- 
pensation for delays in railway con- 
struction. We do not think it can be 
.shown that tho case of tho Province 
would bo at all damaged or that of the 
Dominion Government at all strength- 
ened by tho canceling of the ro- 

.: serve by this Government. At the 
lowest "computation the Domuiion 
Government already owes Britisli 
Columbia, for non-performance of the 
railway obligation, a sum sulliciently 
large to build three Lsland railways. 
Why strive to swell the bill by per- 
petuating a state of things that is eat- 
ing like a cancer into tho prosperity of 
this part of the Province ? Islanders 
speak of the Lower Fniser — how the 
lands there are being peopled, how the 
districts are 'growing, and how material 
well-being is being secured by tho in- 
flux of immigrants. How.muoh of that 
gi'owth and prosperity would have been 
visible there if tho key to the Fraser 
lands had been turned in tho door i — if 
settlers had been told that if they went 
on the lands they would do so at their 
peril ? The tide of immigration would 
have been attracted to the Island. As 
settlers found no land available to settle- 
ment on the Island they havo gone to 
the Mainland. It is the Island that 
would havo rejoiced in its growth and 
prosperity to-day had the reserve not 
been on its lands. The ill-fortune of 
the Island dates from the day that Mr. 
Walkem declined to negotiate with 

< Mr. Edqae and refused tei'ins that every 
man' in the Province would jump to ac- 
cept were they repeated to-day. The 
Island reserve should be lifted. The 
country would be satisfied to receivejust 
compensation for damages sustained 
down to the present time and would 
gladly give a receipt in full were the 
Island line built and the main lino 
fairly commenced. 

Tim ATTACK ON THE SUPER- 
intendent of educa- 
tion: 



The ferocious assault by the Premier 
on the Superintendent of Education on 
Priday was one of the most disgraceful 
incidents of the session. The coarse 
and undignified language used by Jlr. 
Walkem towards an old and faithful 
public servant, who has devoted the 
joest years of his life to founding a sys- 
tem of education that will remain an 

^ enduring monument to his genius and 
assiduity, meets with universal condem- 
nation. The Premier seemed to revel 
in scandalous revelations of the inllu- 
ence of the lobby in the days of the Mc- 
Creioiit Government (of which Mr. 

, ■ 'WaIiKE.'^i was a member, by the way), 
and his imputing inqjropor motives to 
a former colleague (Mr. A. R. Ro- 
bertson) in appointing Mr. Jes.sop 
wasinkeeping with hissavageassault on 
the Superintendent. Mr. Drummond 
improved the ojiportunity to air his 
pigeon English and enlighten the House 
as to the sort of man he should like to 
see hold tho office ; but the hardest thing 
he could say about the Superintendent 
was that he knew him when ho "dragged 
out a miserable existence teaching 
school at S'lO a rnonth." What a pity 
Mr. D^UM.^ro^■D did not avail him- 
self of tho opportunity to attend that 
J$40 schpol l. There is no_^ telling how 
or where the scandal would liave ter- 
minated if Mr. Helgesex had not, in a 
few well chosen remarks, recalled the 
Premier to a sense of his propriety and 
put an end to the cowardly assault 
made under, shelter of the privileges 
of tho iSouse on gentlemen who are not 
in a position to defend themselves. It 
will require stronger testimony than 
Mr. Walkem has yet adduced to shake 
public confidence in Mr. Jessop.

nounced. It is anticipated that the 
failure of this large firm will seriously 
allect the leather trade, as the ramifica- 
tions of tho house with tho various tan- 
neries throughout the country is very 
extensive.

St. John, N. B., Aug. 10. — Tho ea.se 
for the Crown in the trial of tlio Cs- 
bornes, for the murder of Timothy Jlac- 
Cartliy, was concluded at Dorchester 
this evening, after occupying over three 
weeks. The last witness examined Avas 
Benj. Allan, tho man who was in Os- 
borne's house at midnight of October 
12th, and concerning whom there has 
been some my.stery, Allan swor(^ that 
he saw a man in the bar-room at tho 
hour mentioned, which corroborates 
tho girl Parker's confession, and con- 
tradicts the statements made by the 
Osbornes before their arrest. Mr. 
Palmer opened the case for the defence, 
and advanced tho theory that i^Iac- 
Carthy was not murdered at all, but 
met his death by accidentally falling 
oft' the Scadouc river bridge. He in- 
tends to show that Pax'ker's evidence is 
unworthy of belief. Mr. Palmer spoke 
for two hours, and will resume on Mon- 
day. * 

His E.Kcellency tho Governor-Gen- 
eral and Lady DulTerin will arrive in 
Sherbrooke on Monday by the Grand 
Trunk express. The. Citizens' Com- 
mittee are making extensive prepara- 
tions to receive their guests. An ad- 
dress will be presented to his Excellency 
by the city, represented l)y its Corpora- 
tion. A torclilight procession will fol- 
low, together with a general illumina- 
tion. It is expected that there will bo 
a large influx of visitors fi'om the coun- 
try on the occasion. His Excellency 
will spend tho whole of Tuesday in 
Sherbrooke, and before departing will 
visit Lennox ville, Mr. Cochrane's farm 
at Compton, Lake Massawippi, and 
Stanstead. 

' EasrUsli MaU. 

A man named Richard Le\\'is Sands, 
landlord of a beer house in Greeu- 
whicli, on the 50 ult., took his threo 
children — a girl of seven, a boy of six, 
and a girl of four — and went by train 
to Crayford, on tho Door-road, in Kent. 
There he took the children into a wood 
near a ])ond aT\d cut their throats and 
left them. His own body was found 
floating in the jiond with his throat cut. 

At Gelnhausen, Hesso, has just died 
a centenarian indeed, a ]3easant in very 
humble circumstances who had fought 
at Wilhelmstahl, under Prince Ferdin- 
and of Brunswick. He was 11 8 years 
old, and left two son.s, very old men, 
sixteen grandsons, and forty-eight great- 
grandsons. 

It was a great shock to the Rev. Do 
Golyer Gariiekl's delicate nerves to 
read, op])Osite his name in the hotel re- 
gister at Atlantic City, the following 
lead-pencil memorandum: — "There is 
more brass jDn this man cheek than will 
ever be needed for his monument." 

A respectable lady, iSErs Peek by 
name, was recently charged with pocket- 
picking in London, and committed 
for trial. No bill was found, and it 
proved, after the lady had expended 
£240 in lawyers fees and court; ex- 
penses, that there was no foundation 
for tho charge whatever. The law 
allows her no redress, and tiio ICarl of 
Shaftesbury, Countess of Russell, and 
Jliss Florence Nightingulc, lia\-e head- 
ed a committee appealing to the public 
to express their sense of injustice by 
suh.scribing to a testimonial. 

The hereditary King of Cyprus has 
turned up at St. Petersburg, lie wants 
to .sell his birthright to England. lie 
claims to be tho last of the Lusignans, 
descendants of the kings of Cyprus.and 
A.rmenia, and has some sort of recog- 
nition from the Russian Imperial fam- 
ily, on whoso bounty he has lived since 
his fortune was swept away in the 
futile insurrection of 1827. tho 
way, the last of the Lusignans, a pen- 
niless artisan, was said to have died in 
Italy last year, leaving several daugh- 
ters who were adopted by charitable 
folk. 

Mehemot Ali Pasha (Julius Detroit) 
has been paying a visit to his native 
town of Magdeburg, where he met with 
a most enthusiastic reception. 

Lord Beaconsfield's investiture with 
the Garter has been followed by a 
graceful compliment from Sir Ilichavd 
Wallace. The hon.' baronet has pre- 
sented tho Premier the star and badge 
of the Garter in diamonds, Avhich are 
said to bo of extraord'nnry beauty. They 
wfti'e formerly worn by Lord Hertford, 
the old friend of Lord Beacohsfield, 
and this circumstance enhanciss ■ the 
value of the gift. 

The Times, of July 21tli, says:-— Up 
to Tuesday last there dwelt at Wood- 
bridge, Suffolk, jirobably the oldest 
married couple in her Majesty's domin- 
ons — Jonathan Good, aged 92, and 
Sarah Ann, his wife, aged 103. Tlie 
old lady died on Tuesday. They had 
been married 69 years. 

Says thp London World:— Tha Guin- 
ness family have not only restored a 
cathedral and presented Crystal Palace 



to their fellow-citizens of Dublin, but 
are now engaged in turning a n unkempt, 
unsightly space^^intp a city' park,-which 
when finished will' compare in a small 
way with the New York Centrah It 
will have an artificial lake and its Lady's 
I\Iilc. 

London', Aug. 8. — ^Major O'Gorman, 
ejected from the House of Connnons 
for interruptmg Colonel Stanley, has 
apologized, and been re-admitted. 
-* Thomas Bayley, a telegraph clerk at 
Hull, was at Leeds Assizes sentenced 
to five years' penal servitude for forguig 
a telegram by which he obtained the 
sum of £^.0. 

At the Central Criminal Cowvi, 
James Pryor, formerly manager, and 
Col. James Patrick Mahon (The O'Gor- 
man Mahon) and Captain Richard Slee- 
man, two of the directors of the Lom- 
bard Dank, were committed for trial 
on charges of falsifying the books of 
that concern. 

The e.Ktenslve corn stores of Messrs. 
Bannatyiie, at Limerick, have been de- 
stroyeil by lire. Tho stores had only 
been completed, aud were the finest in 
the south of Ireland. . About £10,000 
worth of grain wore destroyed, the en- 
tire damage being estimated at over 
.£00,000. 

On Tliursday evening a fearful boat 
accident occurred on Lough Sillen, in 

Count}' Cavan. A schoolmaster named 
McCabo, with his wife, a female teachOr 
and thirteen .school girls, wont out for 
a jjleasuro trip on the lake. They had 
not been long out when tho boat cap- 
sized. A man named McDermott flush- 
ed out in a boat from the shore to their 
assistance. Ho saw jNIcCabo holding 
the boat with one hand and his wife 
with the other, and two little girls on 
his back, while he endeavoured to push 
tho boat forward, but before McDcr- 
mott could come to him, he siuik. The 
whole party of seventeen wcro drowned. 

A little before noon on the 2Gth ult. 
the Rev. Ptiter C. Ilorton was speaking 
at the Wosleyan Conference in terms 
of eulogy and efl'ection about his old 
friend, the Rev. H. H. Chettle, whoso 
obituary iiad just been read to tho Con- 
ference. Shortly after he had finished 
speaking,' Mr Horton fell upon the 
platform and fainted, Ho jvvas carried 
to one of tho vestries, and medical aid 
was sent for. He revived for a while, 
but gradually sank, becanjo unconscious, 
and died of heart disease at ten o'clock 
in the evening. He entered, tho Wes- 
leyan ministry in 1832. 



Tho Quocn's Spooch. 

LoNnoN, Aug 20, ----On theoceasiouoE 
the prorogation of Pavliameut the fol- 
loM'ing speech by the Queen was read: 

M}l Lords and Gentlemen: When, in 
a critical condition of public aflairs, you 
assembled at the commencement of the 
year, I pointed out that in the interest 
of my Empire precautions might be- 
come neco.Vsaiy, for which lappenleilto 
j-our liberality to provide. At the ssuie 
tune I assured you no etlbrts in the 
cause of peace shoiihl bo wanting on my 
part. Your respoiSe was not ambigu- 
ous, and contributed largely to a pacific 
solution of the difficulties which then 
existed. The terms of the agreement 
between Ru.rsia and the Porte, so fur as 
they afVected pre-existing treaties, were, 
after an interval of discussion, submit- 
ted to the Congress of the Powers, and- 
thcir counsels havo resulted in a ])eace 
which I am thankful to believe is snt- 
isfactorj- and liable to be durable. The 
Ottonum Empire lias not enun'ged from 
a disastrous war without severe loss, 
but the arrangements which have been 
made, while favorable to the subjects of 
tho Porte, have secured to it a position 
of independence, which can be upheld 
against all aggression. I have conclud- 
ed a defensive convention with tho Sul- 
tan which has been laid before you. It 
gives, as regards his Asiatic I'hnpire, a 
more distinct oxjiression to the engage- 
ments which, in principle, I, together 
with other Powers, accepted in 185G, 
but of which tho form has not been 
found practically efl'ectual. The Sultan 
has, on the other hand, bouiul himself 
to ailopt and carry into efleet measures 
necessary for securing a good govern- 
ment in those province.s. In ord?r to 
promote, the objects of this agreement, 
I have undertaken the occupation and 
administration of tho^sland of Cyprii.s. 
In aiding to bring about the settlement 
which has taken [ilaee, I have been as- 
sisted b}' the discipline and high spirit 
of my foi'ces by sea and by land, by th(! 
alacrity with which my reserves res- 
ponded to niv call, liy the patriotic ofl'ers 
of the military and by my people in the 
colonies, and i)y the proud desire of my 
Indian army to be reckoned among the 
defender.'^ of the British Empire — a de- 
sire justified hy their soldierly qualities 
when quartered in Malta. Tlie s)iou- 
taneous oflbrs of troops madcby many of 
tho native Governments of India were 
very gratif^'iug to ino, and I recognize 
in them a fresh manifestation of that 
feeling towards my crown and person 
which has been displayed on many pre- 
vious instances. jMy relations witli all 
foreign ])owers continue friendly, al- 
though tho conditions of aflairs in South 
Africa still afTord. some grounds for 
anxiety. I liave.learned with satisfac- 
tion from rejiorts of my civil and mili- 
tai-y ofiicors that more serious disturb- 
ances which have arisen among the 
native population on the frontier of 
Cape Colony are now terminated." 

Here follows a refcronce to the sup- 
plies voted and to various bills passed 
during the sessions, of internal interest 
only. 

Tho speech concludes: "In bidding 
you farewell, I pray that the blessing of 
Almighty God may rest on your recent 
labors, and accompany you in the dis- 
ch arge of all yotirilduties." ■ -

Editor Colonist :-.-It is a lamenta- 
ble thing to havo :t9:record!; the decliiio 
of any countiy or institution, instead 
of the plea.sing duty of heralding pro- 
gi-css and improvement. The outsido 
world judges of the government and 
institutions of a country by their public 
men. They are supposed to represent 
the tone of the OTuntiy-,5 whether high 
or low. In democratic" countries wo 
find representatives pandering to the 
low ideas of -the mob ; whilst in auto- 
cratic countries ideas am a reilox of the 
'ruler'.s iniiid. This Province ha.s from 
time to time had creditable representa- 
tive.'! who did not descend tc'TOW per- 
sonalities, but worked for the welfare 
of the country.. It is witli .sorrow and 
shame that I havo to confess that tho 
present House of Assembly contains 
some very discreditable iiieii and on 
the City of Victoria rests the odium of 
electing throe of that kind of men to 
reiirosont her. Mr. "Wilson, of wlioni 
something was expected, is ignorant of 
the very first principles of parlinnicn- 
tary practice, and labors under tlio de- 
lusion that low .sarcasm mid personali- 
ties aro synonymous with logislatiiig 
for the welfare of the Proviuee !Mr. 
Williams, of whom nothing was ex- 
pected, ouglit to liave left tho stable 
behind him when he ontercdtheHou.se. 
Ho has not the most romotc itlca of 
what tho duties of a inoinbor aro, ' but 
fancies hiiiisolf very smart and thinks 
ho is doing the Govorninoiit good ser- 
vico when ho utters 11 few uiigraminati- 
cal jicrsonalitics, little thinking that bo 
ijs imiking himself contemptible in the 
eyes of oven his- friends. i\Ir. UlHini- 
mond has disap])ointed no 0110. He is 
tho porsonificatioii of a certain undesir- 
able eloinent, without tho least preten- 
sions to being a gentleman or the faiut- 
esi hopes of over becoming one.

An Historic Disaster. — To shoot 
the Falls of Schaflliauseh, Switzerland, 

the Niagara of Europe, is a feat which 
has been but onco attempted in 1703, 
by George Brown, Viscount ^Montague, 
and Sedl(\y Burdett, brother of Sir 
Francis, who,from mere bravado, resolv- 
ed on doing what had no^■cr been done 
before. The magistrates getting wind 
of their project, did all thcj could to 
prevent it and Lord iMontague's valet 
actually seized him as he was stepping 
into the boat, and held on to him ; but 
the young Viscount nngi-ily broke from 
him. The servant romauied three 
weeks in the neighborhood but the 
bodies were n^er recovered. Lord Mon- 
tague at the time of his death ^ as en- 
gaged to be mn rri od to one of tl ic daughters 
of Mr. Coutts, the great banker, and 
his siileiidid old home of Cowdray, in 
Sussex, one of the grandest houses in 
England, was being sot in order. 
Through some carelessneaa, probably, 
on tho part of the -workmen, it caught 
fire and, before assistance could bo ren- 
dered, was a complete wreck. The stew- 
ard, in tho hurry and excitement of 
such calamity, made a slight mistake 
in the address of his letter apprising his 
Lord of the disaster, and conseguently 
the letter reached its destination a few 
days after time. This miscarriage un- 
doubtedly cost Lord iMontague his life, 
for had the letter reached in tho ordin- 
ary cour.se there can be no doubt that 
he would have immediately returned to 
England. 



A PnoPnEOY. — An English exchange 
says: The theologians have discovered 
a prophecy of what has happened at 
Berlin in the eighth chajjlcr of Zacli- 
ariah, and last verse; In those days it 
shall como to pass that ten men shall 
take hold out of all languages of nations, 
even shall take hold of the skirt of him 
that is a Jew, saying, 'We will go with 
you, for we have hoard that God is with 
you.'"
